St. Paul, March 5.— (UP ) — The 
brutal 
murder of 
two 
patrolmen 
here February 25, was charged 
to 
Merrill Beards and L. P. Ovitt, mem­ 
bers of the bandit gang 
captured 
near Menominee, Wls., in a signed 
statem ent by Virgil Baker, a con­ 
federate, made to police here today. 
The statement was lengthy, 
de­ 
tailing movements of the band be­ 
fore and after the 
tw o 
policemen 
were shot. 
Baker said he and H a r ­ 
old Pra tt left Beards and Ovitt after 
perpe trating a 
num ber of holdups 
about 
one o’clock 
the mornin g of 
the double murder. 
The shooting 
took place about four o’clock. 
“ I was in a shooting scrape with 
a couple cops and left them lying in 
the street,” Beards told Baker the 
following 
day, 
according 
to 
the 
statement. Subsequent conversations 
in which the murders were referred 
to were also given in detail. 
Baker, Ovitt and Beards were a r ­ 
rested after ditching the stolen a u to ­ 
mobile in which they fled from the 
city. 
They confessed a num ber of 
robberies but denied any knowledge 
of the murders. 
At 
first 
police 
doubted connection of the 
youths 
with the slayings. 
P ra tt was im­ 
plicated by his 
companions 
after 
questioning but only in the holdups. 
Baker's 
statem ent 
corroborates 
testim ony given police by Edward 
J. Fay, Minneapolis, th a t two m em­ 
bers of the bandit gan g boasted to 
him shortly after th e m urder th a t 
they “just bumped off a couple of 
cops” and exhibited a revolver with 
several exploded cartridges to s u b ­ 
sta n tia te the statement. 
Immediately after Baker made the 
statem ent by his own request, Ovitt 
and Beards were put to severe ex­ 
am ination. 
All of the quarte t 
in­ 
volved are mere youths. 
Beards and 
Ovitt are 19 and 22. 
Baker; the 
oldest, is 26. 
All live in or near 
Minneapolis.

market. 
One of these perhaps most 
frequently heard is that th e m arket I 
obviously 
was supported 
yesterday 
and 
that

"su p p o rt” 
stock, 
bought by huge financial 
interests 
to steady the exchange, soon will he 
ready for sale. 
If this view is correct there likely 
will occur what Wall Street calls a 
“secondary 
reaction” 
with

The second commonly held opin ­ 
ion is th a t many gilt edged stocks 
have been driven during

Systematic and concerted support 
was in evidence th ro u g h o u t yester­ 
day's session. 
Although sales were 
more th a n 1,000,000 below those of 
Wednesday totalling about 2,700,000 
prices s w u n g upward at a greater 
rate th a n they had toppled the day 
previously. 
The advance in aver­ 
age price of stocks was near 5 points.

Johnson, cashier, and Thayer K en­ 
nedy, a secretary, were In direct line 
of the bandits’ fire as they smashed 
th eir way through the front door. 
Other employes said It was mir­ 
aculous that none of the three were 
wounded, as more than

Kennedy was the first 
of

ployes nblo to give a coherent story 
of the robbery. 
Hi* related his ex­ 
perience as follows: 
“ The payroll lmd Just been deliv­ 
ered. 
Daly anil Johnson had taken

tory to paying the men off. 
"W ith o u t a

warning, 
the gang swarmed in the front door. 
From outside we heard a shot and 
then several more.

was firing at the two sentries the 
bandits had left outside.

ection, however, and so they let go 
with rifles, revolvers und a sawed- 
off shot gun.

H arry J. Creviston, the author of the home article, declares 
th at home ownership is not a myth, nor only a dream, to right 
thinking people, and is proved by the fact that in 1920, 456 fami­ 
lies out of every 1,000 in the United States owned the homes in 
which they lived, and the proportion has undoubtedly increased 
since them. 
This does not infer that the homes were clear of in­ 
debtedness, but it does mean that the money they would ordi­ 
narily pay out for rent is at least purchasing mor%than a tempo­ 
rary shelter and will some clay belong to them.
